Action type should me misc. letter with response period 

Claims 1-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible as 
to preclude restriction by the examiner. Claims 1 , 2, and 6-9 recite "use of which are 
directed to non-statutory inventions under 35 U.S.C. 101 . Appropriate correction is 
required, so that the claims are in compliance with U. S. practice. 

For example, the following items are not understood: Claim 9 recites: Use of 
screening process according to either of Claims 3 and 4, for the characterization, 
justification and claim of the mechanism of action of substances possessing anti- 
atherosclerotic properties using the Rev-erb receptors and/or the response elements 
thereof, as well as their effect on apo 0- III. It is unclear as to what process step the 
claim is directed to. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
